With the acquisition in 1995 of Queensland bred and current Socceroo coach Frank Farina, 1995/96 was a 
boom year for the Strikers - average home crowds doubled, and the team finished only one win from top position. Season 1995/96 also

PARRAMATTA POWER 2 
Hindmarsh Stadium, 25 February 2004

Parramatta Power put on a dominating 
defensive display to deny Adelaide United its 
chance to wrap up third spot in the deferred 
Round Two fixture at Hindmarsh Stadium. 


Adelaide's Wednesday night crowd of 12,125 appears to be the 
second biggest mid-weck crowd to ever attend a NSL regular season 
fixture (excluding public holidays); second only to a reported 15,000 
which attended a South Melbourne-St George match in Melbourne 
1977, a game where UK legends Charlie George and Malcolm 


Macdonald were guest players. 


In a team more renown for its attacking prowess, Parramatta Power's 
steadfast back-line proved the difference between the league's second- 
and third-placed teams. While the flamboyant and popular Ante 
Milicic, Ahmad Elrich and Simon Colosimo put on typically resolute 
displays, it was the performances of the lesser-known back-line of Paul 
O'Grady, Michael Beauchamp and Matthew Thompson which paved 
the way for the Power's 2-0 victory. The competent defensive wall was 
well-backed up by goalkeeper Clint Bolton, who pulled off some great 


saves in the few occasions the ball got through the Parramatta defence. 


A cross played diagonally forward by the Power in the 5th minute 
caused some disarray in the Adelaide United defence, with Milicic 
first blasting from the edge of the penalty area - a shot which keeper 
David Scarsella could do nothing but block back into the penalty 
area. The ball rebounded conveniently to Ahmad Elrich who fired 
home the opening goal from 10 metres directly in front. 


Just one minute later at the other end, Adelaide's Richie Alagich 
found himself free to blast low and cleanly from 20 metres, his strike 
bringing out the first of Bolton's spectacular saves. 


Milicic unleashed a long-range shot in the 14th minute which just 
went over the cross-bar, while in the 17th minute home-town hero 
Fred Agius volleyed a shot from 20 metres which was again foiled 
brilliantly by a diving Bolton. 


The free-flowing first half was dominated territorially by Adelaide, 
with a half-time corner count of 9-1 to the home team revealing the 
advantage United held in possession and attacking forays. However 
Adelaide's first-half barrage of crosses and corners rarely threatened 
the goal, with Bolton commanding his box well. 


The scoreboard then read 2-0 six minutes into the second half, after 
Milicic had sct off on a neat solo run from half-way and scored. With 
the Adelaide defence initially caught square in the middle of the park, 
Milicic's 40 metre run ended with a virtually unchallenged shot on 
target from 12 metres out, despite the efforts of the advancing 
Scarsella to narrow the angle for Milicic. 


Adelaide once again appeared to have the most of possession in the 
second half, but with such a well-organised and disciplined 
Parramatta back-line, United was restricted to just one shot at goal - 
and two forays into the penalty area - in the entire second half. 


The Power almost caught Adelaide on the break three times in the 
latter stages of the game, the raid which ended closest to goal coming 
in the 86th minute when Elrich combined well with the dangerous 
Milicic whose shot on target was saved by Scarsclla. 


Power coach Nick Theodorakopoulos, who was treating the game as 
a dress-rchearsal to an upcoming Major Semi Final away match-up 
against Perth Glory (which should attract a similar crowd), was clearly 
happy with his team's performance, making special mention of 


O'Grady, Beauchamp and Bolton. 


Adelaide United did little wrong throughout the game, but were just 
no match for the visitors on the night. The club awarded the player of 
the match award to Michael Valkanis, with Aurelio Vidmar second 


and Fred Aguis third. 


Despite being thoroughly outclassed, United can still however look 
back on its away match against the Power carlicr in the season, when 
it got up 2-1 at Parramatta Stadium, to realise it has a reasonable 
chance to match Parramatta should the two teams mect in the 
upcoming finals series.

Fans who have been delighted by the amazing success 
of NSL broad-based Adelaide United are having a 
double dip by also remaining loyal to their local 
Premicr or State League clubs.

The concerns exercising the minds of many of these supporters surround 


the future movements of the players who joined the United NSL squad. 


When United was hastily formed it was mutually agreed that the local 
clubs would release their required players to the national league club. 


It also was agreed that the United players would return to their host 
clubs when the NSL season ends. 


In mid-January the South Australian Soccer Federation released a 
circular to its member clubs advising them of the players who had 
joined United and the clubs from which they originated. 


Adclaide United general manager Sam Ciccarello said it was expected 
that, at the end of the season, the players would negotiate terms with 
their host PL and SL clubs on a-one-to-one basis. 


"And I would like to emphasise that Adelaide United will not be 
involved in any of these discussions," Mr Ciccarello said. 


"There are general policies in place, but the individual necds of the 
clubs and the players must be considered." 


To avoid any misconceptions, the SASF revisited the clubs to spell out 
the finer details of intended player transactions. 


The United players who came from Adelaide City, and who have 
signed contracts as NSL players with City, are in a different category 
to their Premier and State League colleagucs. 


These players are contracted to Adelaide United until June BUT, 
could go on loan to local clubs at the end of that month. 


An important factor is that each PL or SL club would be restricted to 
only one "draft pick" when choosing a loan player, other than one 
from their host club. 


However, should a United player decide to change from his original 


club to another club, the normal SASF transfer procedures would apply. 


Mr Ciccarello stressed that when the NSL season concludes the final 
decision on player movements would rest with coach John Kosmina.
